The terminal disclaimer filed on February 25, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of a patent evolving from application serial no. 10/509,060 has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended claims 26 and 34 are now in independent form and 
contain subject matter earlier deemed allowable. In particular, both claims stipulate that 
the product of a first equilibration reaction carried out under specified conditions 
undergoes a second equilibration reaction with another functional polyorganosiloxane, 
though not necessarily in the presence of a perfluoroalkylated sulfonic acid amide 
required in the first reaction. The remaining claims have been made dependent from 
either claim 26 or 34. An updated survey of the prior art did not yield a reference more 
germane than those already of record. Accordingly, claims 13, 15, 17, 21-22, and 25-34 
are patentable.
